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Blairsville, Ga., January 14.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Following the arrest of Gor- 
don Bowers, a kinsman of the four

Both the military authorities and 
the federal deputies have found that 
their movements are communicated 
to the deserters and, when they 
move, to capture the latter, the dep- 
uties arrive only to find their quar- 
ry gone. 

The scouts sent out Tuesday were 
not soldiers, but deputies, and men 
of the hills, who know every foot 
of the mountain country and will be 
able to locate the deserters, who 
are said to be scattered all over the 
county, and as soon as definite in- 
formation is secured as to their 
hiding places the forces engaged in 
searching for them will move quick- 
ly in an effort to effect their cap- 
ture.

In the half light of the early 
morning only the gleaming eyes and 
the vague bristling ‘forms of the 
monster dogs ‘could be discerned, 
dut Lieutenant De, Long ordered his 
men to shoot, and the soldiers. dis- 
played some fine marksmanship,’ all 
three of the dogs being shot before 
the troops could pass the spot which 
they guarded. 

Inside the cabin was found Gor- 
don Bowers, alias Gordon Morgan, 
and the Crawley girls, the former 
declaring that he had come over to 
sleep during the night in the cabin 
and to protect the women. Bow- 
ers was placed under arrest and 
will be held on charges of.evading 
the selective service law. 


Girls in New Home. 

Tuesday night, the Crawley girls 
asked permission to move from the 
cabin to the home of their brother, 
Lawrence Crawley, on the Coosa 
road, about fwo miles this side of 
the Crawley .cabin. Permission to 
do this was granted by the federal 
authorities, and the move was made. 
The report here is that the women 
moved to Lawrence Crawley’s home 
because they are afraid of the 
Dixon faction, which has displayed 
considerable hostilities toward the 
Crawleys, and hecause they are un- 
able to tell what development will 
arise among the friends and rela- 
ives of the. slain deputy marshal. 

Tuesday night Bowers and Frank 
and Felix Crawley, the latter two 
having been arrested at the cabin 
when the soldiers. first. arrived. on 
Monday morning, were removed 
from the jail in Blairsville and 
placed under a heavy guard of dep- 
uties in the hotel of the town. 

This was done, it is said, to pre- 
vent any possible attempt at jail 
bggaking and on account of the con- 
dition of the jail; which is not the 
very best. 

All three of the prisoners were 
subjected Tuesday to a severe grill- 
ing, that lasted for hours, by Colo- 
nel Howard Thompson, United States 
marshal; Judge W. E. ‘Candler, 
United States commissioner, ‘and the 
officials of the military party. No 
information was obtained from the 
three, however, the ineuisitors re- 
porting that they were the most 
reticent and surly prisoners they 
have ever dealt with. 

While the search ‘was at a tem- 
porary. standstill Tuesday a num- 
ber of deputies under Deputy Offi- 
cer J. W. Holmes carried out a 
moonshine expedition in the Choes- 
tee and Arkaqush districts, where 
they beieved some stills were lo- 
cated. After a lengthy search, 
however, the officers returned 
empty-handed; having found no 
traces of moonshining in their wan- 
derings. 

Win Return te Atlanta.

30 States Have Acted and 
Only 6 More Needed to 
Make Country “Bone 
Dry” — Distillers Adopt 
Plan of Attack. 


Chicago, January 14.—Seven 
states today completed ratification 
of the prohibition constitutional 
amendment and brought the num- 
ber taking such action to thirty. 
The number necessary for ratitice 
tion is thirty-six, .

In California, however, attorneys 
for the Grape Growers’ Protective 
league filed suit for an injunction 
to restrain the governor from cer- 
tifying the ratification. In support 
of the suit it was argued that all 
acts of the California legislature 
must be submitted to a referendum. 

Ratification by six more states, 
making thirty-six in all, is required 
to make the whole country bone 
dry, uniess the distillers are suc- 
cessful in proving in court that tho 
laws of fifteen of these states re- 
quire a vote of the people for rat- 
ification. 

Seven states in one day is the 
high record since the process of 
ratification began.

The American’ expeditionary force 
remittance buSiness aggregated 
$14,900,000 for the year 1918., The 
American Y. M. C. A. in France has 
found in the course of its investiga- 
tions up to the present misappro- 
priations to the amount of $38,940.

UNITED STATES FACES 
FLOOD OF IMMIGRATION 


Washington, January 14. — Thou- 
sands. of Italian and Austrian war 
prisoners are planning to come to 
America as soon as possible, John 
B. Densemore, director of the federal 
employment service, told the house 
immigration committee todas at the 
beginning of hearings on bills to 
prohibit immigration. 

A Red Cross worker who visited 
the prison camps informed him, .Mr. 
Denesmore said, that 750,000 Aus- 
trians were in Italy, most of whom 
expected to drift to the United States 
as fast as they can, along with thou- 
sands of Italian prisoners in Silesia. 

Mr, Densemore said a canvass of 
several leading cities showed a big 
percentage of alien residents were 
planning to return to their native 
countries and in some cities this ran 
as high as 80 or 90 per cent,

TAXON LUXURIES 
AND AMUSEMENTS 


Agreement Is Reached by 
Senate and House Con- 
ferees—Agreement Also 
on Tax on Club Dues. 


Washington, January 14.—Tax 
rates on luxuries, semi-luxuries, 
amusement admissions and club 
dues were agreed upon today by the 
senate and house conferees on the 
war revenue bill. Practically all of 
the senate’s rates on luxuriés and 
semi-luxuries were accepted by the 
house conferees, Chairman Simmons,

ing the higher house rate, but reach - 
ing a.compromise. for retention of 
the senate rate on admissions of 30 
cents or less. Under the agreement 
the amusement admission tax will 
be 1 cent on each 10 cents paid up 
to 30 cents and 2 cents on each 
dime paid in excess of 30 cents. 

The house rate of 2 cents on each 
10 cents paid for admissions to roof 
gardens, cabarets and similar es- 
tablishments, was adopted, as was 
the house rate of 25 per cent, in- 
stead of the senate rate of 10 per 
cent, on theater boxes. 

It is estimated that about $75,000,- 
000 in revenue will be secured an- 
nually from amusement admissions 
under the conference agreement. 

The house rate of 20 per cent on 
club dues, double the tax under ex- 
isting law, and estimated to raise 
about $9,000,000, also was adopted 
by the conferees. 

In disposing of the excise or semi- 
luxury taxes, the conferees agreed 
to the senate assessment of 10 per 
cent of the amount paid in excess 
of fixed standard prices by pur- 
chasers of semi-luxuries, such as 
carpets, picture frames, traveling 


hats, shoes, stockings and other ar- 
ticles. 

The luxury rate provides 5 per 
cent taxes on manufacturers’ sales 
of motor vehiclés, tires and acces- 
sories, pianos, talking machines, 
candy and similar articles, 10 per 
cent on athletic goods, liveries, furs, 
yachts and motorboats and 3 per 
cent on chewing gum and toilet 
soaps. 

Decisions on a few of the luxury 
taxes were teritative and those on 
some others were left open for fur- 
ther conéideration.

Declaring that the attitude of 
Judge A. E. Calhoun, judge of the 
criminal court of Atlanta, is appar-

GUARD OFFICERS

According to Statements 
by Congressmen — Al- 
leged Plot to Discharge 
Them From the Service. 


Washington, January 14.—Repre- 
sentative Gallivan, of Massachusetts, 
democrat,- speaking in the house to- 
day, charged that officers of the 
national guard had been relieved 
of their commands late in the war 
to make way for regular army offi- 
cers, most of whom, he said, “would 
run away from a baked apple.“ He 
said he would demand an investiga- 
tion by .congress. 

Major General Clarence Edwards, 
who was\adjutant under Lawton in 
the -Philippines, Mr. 
clared, was told by a division chief 
of staff “If you don't get these na- 
tional guardsmen, we'll get you.“ 

Guard Officers Relieved. 

Mr. Gallivan asserted he knew of 
a Texas officer, two coldnels from 
Mississippi, a brigadier from Penn- 
sylvania, who also had been relieved 
of their commands, and Representa- 
tive Butler, of Pennsylvania, repub- 
lican, interrupted him to say he 
knew of a Pennsylvania captain.

Moch QUITS 
DEMOCRATIC POS! 


He 8 Chairmanship 
of National Committee 
and May Be Appointed 
American Ambassador to 
France. 


Washington, January 14.— Vance 
C. McCormick has resigned as chair- 
man of the democratic national com- 
mittee and it is understood that he 
is under consideration for appoint- 
ment as American ambassador yi 
France to succeed William Graves 
Sharp. Mr. Sharp’s resignation, it 
is said, is now in the hands of the 
president, but no announcement of 
the fact has been made. 

The fact that Mr. McCormick has 
resigned became known here to- 
night, although there had been no 
suggestion of it when he sailed for 
France two weeks ago to assist 
with work in connection with the 
peace conference. He went to Paris 
in his capacity as the chairman of 
the war trade board, a position to 
which he was appointed last year. 

Officials at the white house de- 
clined to discuss the report that Mr. 
Sharp would return home to be suc- 
ceeded by Mr. McCormick, but it 
seemed to have. credence in other 
official circles. Mr. Sharp was un- 
derstood to have desired for some 
time to return to this country for 
a rest after his arduous duties as 
the American ‘representative at the 
French capital during the long years 
of war. 

Mr. Sharp, whose home is at Ely- 
ria, Ohio, was appointed ambassa- 
dor to France on June 12, 1914, and 
resigned from congress to accept 
the post. He succeeded Myron T. 
Herrick in December, 1914. Mr. 
Sharp returned to the United States 
for a brief vacation in 1916, the 
only one he had during the war.

In ͤ the past year 30,768 people died 
in Georgia of influenza, according to 
official figures submitted yesterday 
by Dr. T. F. Abercrombie, secretary 
of the state board of health, to the 
annual meeting of that body. 

Pneumonia victims in the state for 
the same period of time were 937, 
while the record of deaths caused 
by social diseases totals 7,005.

JEWS ARE MASSACRED 


BY THE UKRAINIANS 


_—— 


Pogrom Is Reported to 
Have Taken Place at 
Breditschew — Massacre 
Followed an Attempt to 
Disarm Militia Organ- 
ized by Jews for Protec- 
tion. 


Geneva, January 14.—Two thou- 
sand persons have been killed at 
Przemysl, Galicia, by the Urkaini- 
ans, according to a dispatch to The 
Neue Freie Presse of Vienna, a copy 
of which has been received here, 
The Ukrainians have been bom- 
barding Przemysl for several days 
past by land and by air, and con- 
ditions in the town are described 
as terrible. 

The gas and electric plants have 
been destroyed and there is no 
light in the town. Water and food 
also are lacking. : 
JEWS MASSACRED 
IN THE UKRAINE. 

Warsaw, January 14,—A_ po- 
grom is reported to have taken 
place at Breditschew, popularly 
known as the Jewish capital of the 
Ukraine, the place deriving its title 
because of its all Jewish population, 
The trouble is reported to have oc- 
curred as a result of an attempt by 
peasants to disarm militia which 
the Jews were organizing for their 
protection in all centers which they 
anticipated would be necessary when 
the Moscow government beaks up. 

Reports received here give the 
number of persons killed as several 
hundred, while other hundreds are 
declared to have be wounded. ~ 
There may be some exaggeration as 
to the extent of the casualties, how- 
ever. 

It is considered here that the con- 
trol of Petlura, the Ukrainian lead- 
er, has weakened, as otherwise he 
would not have permitted the po- 
grom, his policy’ previously having 
to protect the Jews when possible. 

It is pointed ‘out that the Jews 
lately have been more bitterly hated 
because of their alleged Bolshevik 
tendencies: and also their employ- 
ment by the Bolsheviki as spies in 
many cases, they being the only in- 
telligent or - educated instruments 
obtainable for this work. 


The Breditschew referred to 
probably is Berdichev, an important 
commercial town in the government 
of Kiev, 24 miles south of Zhito- 
mir. Its population consists mostly 
of Jews: 

The town is one of the most im- 
portant ports of entry in southwest 
Russia. In the year 1546 Berdichev 
was assigned to the Poles under the 
treaty of Demarkation between the 
Lithuanians and the Poles. 


AMERICAN BOESHEVIKI 
KEEPING WITHIN LAW 


Washington, January 14.—Bolshe- 
viki agitation-in the United States 
shows no promise of reaching a 
stage of open disorder, according to 
department of justice officials who 
have been observing the movement.

chairman of the meeting. There were 
loud protests from the radicals, 
who insisted that the convention se- 
lect its own chairman. .

and declared it carried by viva voce 
vote. There was a roar of disap- 
proval, but attempts to appeal from 
the decision of the chairman were 
howled down. 

Bourke Cockran Attacks Courts. 

W. Bourke Cockran, of New York, 
counsel for Mooney, then addressed 
the delegates. He praised President 
Wilson’s labor policies and made a 
violent attack on the administration 
of justice in the courts, 

“The latest word from our presi- 
dent is that the Bolsheviki in Eu- 
rope can be quelled by food,” said 
Attorney Cockran. “I do not agree 
with him. The only cure for Bolshe- 
vism is to give them justice. Bol- 
shevism means rule by the majority. 
That does not sound unfair. I do 
not fear this new force that has 
come into being. The masses have 
never been vicious,-it is always the 
classes. The world’s choice today is 
between democracy and chaos. In 
a government like this everything 
depends upon the honesty of the ju- 
diciary. Our constitution amounts 
to nothing except so far as it is con- 
firmed by the judiciary.” 

He said the Mooney case is now 
an international question. The con- 
viction of Mooney on perjured evi- 
dence, he said, was a judicial crime. 
He asked the convention to adopt 
resolutions demanding that the Cal- 
ifornia legislature. pass a law per- 
mitting the setting aside of verdicts 
obtained on perjured testimony. He 
said nearly every other state has 
such a law. 3 

The convention passed @ motion 
directing the chairman to cable to 
President Wilson and Samuel Gom- 
pers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, in Paris, its 
approval of the sentiments ex- 
pressed by Attorney Cockran. 

Tomorrow the convention will 
complete its organization by elect- 
ing permanent officers and appoint- 
ing committees. Frank P. Walsh, 
former joint chairman of the fed- 
eral war labor board, will address 
the delegates tomorrow morning.

Mineola, N. T., January 14.—Rev. 
William F. McGinnis, pastor of St.

close touch with Madame Lebaudy 


and her 15-year-old daughter, 


Jacquelin, both before and since 
the shooting, expressed the convic- 
tion that Madame Lebaudy’s act was 
justifiable. 

“Homicide is justifiable,” he said, 
“only when life or honor is at stake. 
In this case, I think both life and 
honor were at stake. I believe 
Madame Lebaudy reasonably came 
to the conclusion that the lives of 
both herself and her daughter were 
threatened pnd believed she was 
justified in taking the life of her 
husband.” 

Father McGinnis said he had been 
called to the Lebaudy home on many 
occasions to save Madame Lebaudy 
and her daughter from 'the fury of 
a crazy man.“ 

Harry A. Moore, counsel for Mad- 
ame Lebaudy, announced today that 
he had discovered a witness who 
heard Lebaudy say in a New York 
hotel a few hours before the shoot- 
ing on Saturday, that he was going 
to Phoenix lodge, the Lebaudy home 
at Westbury, to “finish” his wife 
He said this witness would be call- 
ed to support Madame Lebaudy’s 
claim that she shot in self-defense 
and in defense of her daughter in 
the event the grand jury returns 
an indictment against her. 

District Attorney Charles Weeks, 
who is conducting the grand jury in- 
vestigation, announced after today’s 
hearing that the case would be 
postponed until Thursday in order 
that additional wtnesses might be 
sought.

Commissioner of Labor Hal M. 
Stanley stated Tuesday night that 
the request of the Atlanta Teachers 
association to have officials of the 
federal department of labor conduct 
an investigation into the cost of 
living among teachers to show that 
they are not receiving sufficient 
money to maintain an adequate 
standard of living, has not yet been 
referred to his department, adding, 
however, that when the request is 
made, he will be giad to co-operate 
with the federal department in mak- 
ing the examination.

that the teachers have been granted 
no increase of salary for some time 
past, while the cost of living has 
been steadily mounting.

Miss Julia Riordan, chairman of 
publicity for the Teachers’ associa- 
tion, explained Tuesday night that 
the recent action of the association 
did not amount to a vote for any 
definite minimum wage scale. 

“The teachers did not vote to dc- 
mand any definite wage scale at 
this time,” stated Miss Julia Rior- 
dan, “but merely requested this in- 
vestigation to prove that we are 
not receiving enough from our work 
to live properly. 

“The results of the investigation 
will probably be used by the associa- 
tion to determine the demands that 


we will make at a later date.“ she 


added, “and it is not improbable that 
we will ask for a minimum wage 
scale of $100, although this has not 
been definitely determined upon.” 


Insufficient Funds. 


The stand taken by the teachers 
in King for an investigation in 
their cost of living is a result of 
the great uncertainty that prevails 
in teachers’ affairs, particularly in 
view of the fact that the new board 
of education has insufficient funds 
to give them the 30 per cent in- 
crease Which they have been re- 
questing. If this increase went into 
effect, Mis Riordan stated, the lowest 
salaries would be fixed at about $70 
and the highest $90. 

“I do not consider the establish- 
ment of a $100 minimum wage scale 
at all unreasonable,” Miss Riordan 
stated, “for some definite action is 
necessary to stop the disintegration 
that has been in progress in Atlanta 
schools for some time past. 


“The teachers that we have now 
are not the best talent. In many 
instances soldiers’ wives have been 
filling positions in schools, and these 
have often asked to be employed by 
the day. As a result there is a 
constant change of teachers, in some 
instances as many as ten teachers 
having charge of single grades in 
three weeks’ time. Pupils are mak- 
ing no progress under this system, 
as many of the teachers now serving 
regard their positions as only tem- 
porary ones until they can obtain 
more advantageous ones, and definite 
action is needed.” 

The city school appropriation for 
1919, based on last year’s expedi- 
tures, as required by legislation di- 
voreing the schools from council, 
has been estimated by the new 
school board and the finance com- 
mittee of council to be a little less 
than $900,000, or about $26,000 less 
than the amount expected, and $150,- 
000 less than that expected before 
the city attorney explained that the 
state appropriation is part of the 
city appropriation, instead of an ad- 
dition to it.

“Whites” is a firm dealing in au- 
tomobiles. An automobile was sold | 
to O. E. Beachman, who became con- 
ditional owner under terms of cer- 
tain notes for deferred payments | 
amounting to $515 and an additional | 
deferred consideration making the | 
total of $815. 

V. Chevous, a policeman of Hag 
lin, apprehended Beachman, driving 
the automobile, and seized the car 
when he found it was being used to 
transport liquor. The lower court 
ordered the automobile condemned 
and sold, providing that there should 
be set aside to the credit of 
“Whites” the sum of $515 to cover 
unpaid notes. The original sales 
agency came into court by inter- 
vention, set up a claim for $815, 
and appealed from the order of the 
lower court to the court of appeals. 

The appeals court says, under the 
higher court’s decision in the case 
of Shrouder vs. Sweat that the prop- 
er procedure would be to enjoin 
condemnation proceedings until the 
court has made proper provision in 
the final disposition of funds aris- 
ing to cover the original sale of 
the property. However, it holds that 
“we do not think it was the inten- 
tion of the legislature to divest and 
destroy liens held bv innocent third 
parties,” and for that reason re- 
verses the lower court and directs 
an order awarding the full amount 
of $815 to the original owners of 
the confiscated automobile.

President Plans to Tour 
Country When He Re- 
turns Home—In Order 


to Tell of Proceedings at 
Peace Congress. 


Paris, January 14.—President Wil- 
son is considering a speaking tour 
of the United States when he re- 
turns home. It is said this trip will 
take him into many of the principal 
cities and it is possible he may 
touch the Pacific coast. His plans 
are not as yet matured, but it is 
believed he has discussed the plans 
with his advisers. 

With congress out of the way 
early in March Mr. Wilson would 
have an opportunity fog such a 
tour before returning fo Europe 
should he follow his original plan 
and if his return should be neces- 
sary. He also would have time for 
his proposed trip before the con- 
vening of an extraordinary session 
of congress should he decide to call 
one. So known, Mr. Wilson 
has no plans for an extra session, 
but he still holds to his idea of re- 
turning to the peace congress, if it 
is felt his presence is necessary to 
the success of the league of na- 
tion. 

Object of the Tour. 

The object of his proposed speak- 
ing tour would be to inform the 
country by personal contact of the 
proceedings at Paris and at the 
same time sound out and encourage 
public sentiment in support of the 
peace principles he has enunciated 
and which he feels have been ac- 
claimed by the masses in Europe. 

There are as yet no official an- 
nouncements of the president’s pur- 
pose, but some of those close to him 
suggest such a trip is feasible in 
view of the fact it is now certain 
the peace congress will still be 
working on its problems during the 
summer. Mr. Wilson’s friends be- 
lieve popular expressions in the 
United States might support those 
of England, France and Italy and 
have great influence on European 
statesmen. 

The president has told his friends 
he considers the reception given 
him by the people of Europe, not 
as a personal indorsement, but an 
approval of his peace principles. He 
is being urged, therefore, to make 
a speaking tour to give opportunity 
for popular manifestations of pub- 
lic opinion in his own country. 

Invited By Many Cities. 

Washington, January 14.—Sugges- 
tions that President Wilson make a 
speaking tour after his return from 
Europe have been received from 
numerous cities at the white house 
executive offices, it was said today, 


each city desiring to make certain 
that it would be included on the 
itinarary. All or tne _ invitations 
have been answered by the state- 
ment that the president has not 
eg definite arrangements for a 
rip. 

The president’s campaign for pre- 
paredness when he went before the 
people to obtain support for his 
program, was recalled today as a 
precedent for the proposed speak- 
ing tour to deal with international 
problems, particularly the league of 
nations.

Will Be Arrested Later. 


The Crawley sisters, Rose and 
Margaret, will probably be put un- 
der arrest later, and it has been 
stated that the men, together with 
these two women, would shortly be 
sent to the Fulton county Tower in 
Atlanta for gatekeeping, it being 
few that the jail at Blairsville does 
not provide adequate protection, 
either in case of an attempted res- 
cue by the Crawley sympathizers 
or in case of an attempt to take 
the prisoners from the hands of the 
law by the family of Dixon, the 
slain man.

Twenty Years a Street 
And Yet Not Street, 
Says Supreme Court 


The supreme court holds, in the 
case of the City of Atlanta vs. The 
Georgia Railroad and Banking com- 
pany,\that a piece of land may be 
used kor 20 years as a street and 
yet not be, within the letter of the 
law, a street. 

The railroad company owns a 
piece of land under unreserved title, 
from a point where Yonge street 
runs into Pryor and thence to De- 
catur street and Oakland cemetery 
as a railroad right-of-way. 

The city of Atlanta some years 
ago opened a street over the land, 
and recently passed an ordinance 
requiring the road to maintain a 
flagman at the crossing. 

An injunction’ was brought by the 
road to prevent enforcement of the 
ordinance, and the case carried to 
the supreme court, which holds that, 
the city being unable to show any 
legislative authority for condemna- 
tory proceedings and, though the 
Place has been used as a street for 
20 years, the public can not ac- 
quire easement by prescription un- 
less. the use of the property has 
been under a claim of rights, which 
is not here shown. Justices Atkin- 
son and George dissent.

New Orleans, January 14.—Cotton 
growers were strongly urged in 
resolutions adopted at the conclud- 
ing session today of the cotton 
states official advisory marketing 
board to curtail the 1919 cotton 
acreage to an extent which would 
make possible the growing of suf- 
ficient food and feedstuffs to make 
the south self-sustaining along 
those lines. 

It was explained in the resolu- 
tion that food crops should come 
first, then products for animal con- 
sumption and lastly cotton. The 
percentage of curtailment was left 
to the discretion of the grower. 

Another resolution urged contin- 
ued holding of cotton by growers 
until the embargo situation was 
cleared up and ample steamsh’p fa- 
cilities provided for exportation of 
the staple. There will be ample de- 
mand for cotton, it was asserted, 
providing it can be gotten out of 
the country. 

The state warehouse plan eas in 
operation in Texas and Arkansas 
was indorsed, and legislation mak- 
ing the system universal in the cot- 
ton belt was urged. 

The Gore bill asking for the 
speedy return of soldiers now in Eu- 
rope was indorsed. According to 
the resolution favoring the Gore 
bill there now is urgent need of 
farm help and the food supply next 
year will be greatly increased by

Congress Declares Mar- 
tial Law for 30 Days. 
Disturbances Continue 
in Buenos Aires. 


Buenos Aires, January 14.— The 
chamber of deputies today by a vote 
of 62 to 5 declared martial law 
throughout the entire republic for 
thirty days. The bill is expected to 
pass the senate tomorrow and to 
receive the signature of the presi- 
dent. 

The measure will become effective 
immediately. Crowds outside the 
newspaper offices cheered the post- 
ing of the bulletin, 

Disturbances Continue. 

Disturbances continued all day Mon- 
day, notwithstanding the fact that 
500 of the Bolshevist ringleaders were 
under arrest. Shots were fired from 
roofs and windows and policemen 
and soldiers and street cars were 
fired upon. Street car service was 
abandoned at nightfall. 

The situation on the railways 
seems to be getting worse, the strike 
spreading from government owned 
routes to private lines. The em- 
ployees of the latter roads are re- 
fusing to work if they are not given 


armed protection. 

The limited express train over the 
Central Argentina to Rosario was 
derailed at Cannoria. It is alleged 
the wreck was caused by strikers. 
Army officers who were passengers 
on another fast train on this road 
took charge when the crew quit 
work, 

The harbor work remains at a 
standstill, many ships merely call- 
ing here and going on to other 
ports,

to be more serious and the Fifth 
cavalry has Ween. sent there.

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CANCER IN EVERY FAMILY. 

In reminding readers that one in 
every nine women and one in every 
thirteen men die of cancer I do not 
mean to frighten anyone, One stands 
a still greater chance of succumbing 
to pneumonia or to cardiovascular 
disease. The purpose of mentioning 
these facts is to remind readers 
that, if there has been no known 
case of cancer in the family for a 
gereration or two back, that is 
all the more reason to anticipate its 
possible occurrence in the family 
now, for no family can remain long 
exempt from cancer. 

It is painful to contemplate how 
great a proportion of cancer vic- 
tims are doomed through their own 
individual neglect. It is painful to 
think how many victims, knowing 
they have cancer, wilfully refuse to 
submit to the only treatment which 
offers a reasonable chance of cure. 

We know that a considerable 
share, probably one-half of all can- 
cer deaths, are preventable. They 
are preventable by early recognition 
of the nature of the trouble and 
immediate operation. 

Ignorance is the cause of fully 
half the fatalities from cancer. For 
example, it is ignorance and noth- 
ing else in the world that prompts 
a woman to postpone seeking med- 
ical advice on the ground that it is 
indelicate or immodest to do so. No 
intelligent woman can possibly har- 
bor sich ideas. It is ignorance that 
prompts a man to experiment upon 
his stomach trouble instead of con- 
sulting a physician about it. 

Cancer of the stomach is the most 
frequent situation in men, and the 
symptoms are those of alleged “dys- 
pepsia” developing after the age of 
forty. Cancer of the womb is the 
most frequent situation in women, 


and the symptoms are those which |

We 
were told that it was probably 
caused by the nurse, who used a 
saturated boric acid solution (made 
from the boric crystals) for bathing 
the baby’s eyes when she was born. 
Is there any way to overcome such 
a thing now?

ANSWER—A saturated solution 


of boric caid in water is quite the 
contrary thing to use for bathing a 


new-born baby's eyes. You descrip- 
tion suggests chronic inflammation 
of the tearsacs with or without ob- 
struction of the tear ducts (which 
should drain tears into the nose).

Dr. Hillis. make clear the 

difficulties of admitting the Huns 

into the league of nations, or find- 

ing a common ground upox which 

a permanent peace can be establish- 

ed. How can you trade with the 

German if the allies have a dollar 

of 100 cents and the German uses a 

pewter counterfeit coin? It is per- 

fectly evident that the word justice 

means one thing to the American 
and another to the German. 

The recent armistice does not 
mean to Berlin what it means to 
Washington. To Washington and 
Paris and London the armistice 
meant not only the surrender of 
the German ships and submarines, 
the withdrawal from France and 
Belgium and Alsace Lorraine—it 
meant a defeat, crushing and over- 
whelming. 

To Germany that armistice meant 
the very opposite of defeat. Witness 
these words in The Vorwaerts: “The 
valorous army of the fatherland re- 
mains undefeated. Not one foot of 
Germany's sacred soil has even 
been polluted by an allied soldier.” 

The armistice does not mean to 
German ambassadors in foreign 
countries what it means to the al- 
lied ambassadors in those lands. 
Von Eckhardt, ambassador to Mexi- 
co, has just put out the following 
statement for the people of Mexi- 
co: “I wish that you would make it 


known that the German colony have 
decorated their buildings with Ger- 
man flags, to show their satisfac- 
tion that their country has given 
peace to the world.” 

Already the Hun is claiming that 
their native generosity led them to 
withdraw their troops from France 
and Belgium, not because they were 
defeated, but because they were 
unwilling to kill any more French, 
Belgians and Americans! 

More and more it becomes evi- 
dent that this armistice may have 
been a mistake. We now know that 
every other German shell that was 
fired during the first week of No- 
vember failed to explode. One more 
week would have seen the German 
army without ammunition. Another 
week would have seen them fleeing 
across the Rhine. A third week 
would have seen our troops well on 
their way to Berlin. It is doubtful 
whether the Hun was ever more 
cynical, cunning or § hypocritical 
than at the present moment. Dur- 
ing the military phase of this war 


the allies did not deal with men 


they dealt with denatured beings, 
mere military machines, human 
bodies, pursuing ends of lust, pleas- 
ure, power and conquest, but with- 
out souls. Take the intellect out of 
a man and you have a gibbering 
idiot. Take conscience and humani- 
ty out of the German and you have 
a Hun. Civilization does not mean 
to the Hun what the word means 
to the allies, When the treaty is 
signed it will mean a scrap of. pa- 
per to the Hun, but it will mean a 
solemn obligation to our representa- 
tives. 

Money is the mechanism of ex- 
change between an allied merchant 
and a German manufacturer. Words 
are the intellectual mediums of 
treaty exchange. But how are we 
going to make a treaty with the 


Hun when the allies use a gold dol- 
lar and the Huns a pewter and a 
counterfeit coin? Let us be firm 
at the: peace table! We may lose at 
this conference what we won on 
the battlefield!

touching on the methods employed 
by the . M. C. A. and the other war 
work organizations among the 
fighting men and giving his ideas 
as to the needs of the returned sol- 
diers and sailors. 

Commission’s Report, 


The commission appointed by the 
national war work council to draft 
a tentative program of activities to 
be presented to the religious or- 
ganizations as a basis for discussion 
in the formulation of a schedule of 
study to be pursued at the T. M. 
C. A. training school at Blue Ridge, 
N. C., made its report at the after- 
noon meeting. This was in the na- 
ture of a suggestion from which the 
churches, acting in conjunction, can 
be enabled to work effectively 
among the manhood of the nation 
and particularly to utilize the serv- 
ices of the returning soldiers and 
sailors for the economic and reli- 
gious development of each com- 
munity. 

The program as it was presented 
to the conference and as it received 
the tentative approval of the min- 
isters present, includes educatfonal 
work for men, women and children 
along modern religious and civic 
lines: church co-operation to put 
through certain movements along 
this line: social activities of such a 
nature as to be of general interest 
to the community and conducted 
without regard to denominational or 
sectarian creeds; athletics for alt 
classes, with entertainment features 


Industrial reconstruction is also 
to be touched upon in the program 
of activity looking toward the re- 
vamping of conditions to meet the 
necessities of the occasion. The 
economic side of the industrial prob- 
lem is to be investigated and a bet- 
ter understanding promoted between 
employees and employers. 

The employment of returned sol- 
diers and sailors is another vital 
point included in the program of 
activities. It is tentatively planned 
to inaugurate a system of job-find- 
ing for men réturning to civil life 
and in this way eliminate one oft 
the most difficult reconstruction 
problems. 

The activities of the movement as 
outlined in the program would ex- 
tend to rural communities and would 
not be confined to cities and the 
larger towns. Some comprehensive 
plan of rural organizatian is con- 
templated, it was pointed out in the 
discussion. Sanitation and general 
community health conditions will 
also be included in the broad scope 
of operations, 

Race Relationship. 


One of the vital features of the 
program is that portion devoted to 
developing a more efficient status 
as regards race relationships. The 
economic relation between the two 
races is to be more carefully studied 
and a better understanding brought 
about through educational work of 
a constrictive character.

Potter Leads Singing. 

The occasion was a festive one, 
with lively music during the dinner, 
and spirited singing led by Benjamin 
Potter, song leader of the War Camp 


Community Service, but a note of 
serious purpose and thought was 
struck soon after the crowd ad- 
journed to the ballroom for the real 
exercises of the evening. 

Mr. White's 1 covered the 
efforts of the Atlan Chamber of 
Commerce during the strenous days 
of war times, when every other 
plan or purpose was subordinated to 
that of winning the war, while Mr.

transportation facilities and other 
assets, and as to her advantages in 
comparison with other cities with 
whom she is in competition; the es- 
tablishment of a commission to pass 
on prospective collectors or schemers 
who wish to test out Atlanta, before 
they will be allowed to approach the 
business men of the city ;and lastly, 
the prosecution of a wide educa- 
tional campaign among the farmers 
of the state, which will lead to bet- 
ter opportunities of marketing as 
well as of farming and stock-rais- 


ing. 

Better roads were also advocated 
by the new executive as being pre- 
essential to agricultural develop- 
ment. He will also take steps look- 
ing forward to the revision of the 
chamber’s charter and. by-laws.

Mr. White expressed his thanks in 
a few words, commending the co- 
operation which he had enjoyed dur- 
ing his term of service. Mr. White, 
then entering upon his farewell mes- 
sage, limited his remarks to a brief 
resume of the purposes of the last 
year, which he said had been charac- 
terized by an endeavor to give to 
the members a “clean, business ad- 
ministration, freé from spectacular 
camouflage and ostentatious head- 


lines.” 
Moneotonous Period. 


He said, in part, “The year just 
closed, probably the most momen- 
tous in humax history, was ogeupled 
mainly by the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce with war activities. Win- 
ning the war was the supreme busi- 
ness of civilization—likewise the 
business of supreme importance for 
this and all other civic bodies 
throughout the nation—a business 
with which we were specially charg- 
ed by President Wilson in his mem- 
orable call for united co-operation. 

“Our policy, which I am sure met 
with your approval, has been to al- 
low no local nor sta interest or 
work of any character to interfere 


many graceful tributes to the work with the national war work de- 


signed to raise funds for the comfort 
of our soldiers or for the successful 
promotion of our government's war 
plans.“ 

Mr. White told of the co-operation 
of the chamber in the various cam- 
paigns and war drives of the yea.’ 
for which no direct credit was 
claimed, since the participation was 
one of patriotism and with the de- 
sire to see Atlanta’s reputation 
maintained. 

The general membership commit- 
tee, made up of 100 members, headed 
by George D. McCutcheon and 
Charles R, King, was one to whose 
efforts Mr. White paid special trib- 
ute. The government location and 
construction committee, of which 
Ivan E. Allen was chairman, did a 
great work for the, community, he 
said, through finding suitable loca- 
tions for government enterprises 
and supplying help and information 
for the officials. 

Committees Praised, 


The only other committee men- 
tioned by Mr. White, owing to the 
limitations of time, were the one on 
entertainment, in charge of Frank 
Inman, and the advisory committee, 
and the manufacturers’ committee, 
W. B. Willingham, chairman, all of 
which had done creditable work, as 
well as the industrial bureau, which 
brought many new industries to 
Atlanta. 

An agricultural bureau was recom- 
mended by Mr. White, for the pur- 
pose of giving the business man a 
chance to work direct with the 
farmer in the future development 
of agriculture in all its diversified 
phases. 

The statement which brought 
most applause was that the cham- 
ber is now free from debt and be- 
gins the year with a cash balance. 
The greatest work done, however, 
Mr. White said, was the nomination 
of the new officers who will serve 
in 1919. 

Address by Dobbs. 


“Not the least of the great bles- 
sings that have come to us out of 
the costly experiences of the past 
eighteen months will be the recog- 
nition of business as the great dy- 
namic force of our economic life 
and of business men as the domi- 
nant factors in steering the great 
ship of state through the perils 
of the great war period,“ was one 
of the first of the many significant 
statements made by Mr. Dobbs in an 
analysis of the business situation of 
today. 

He added, “General Pershing said, 


or brothérs who had entered thet ‘To win this world war America's 


business men must plan as big as 
they can think.’ This great military 
leader, in one short sentence, placed 
the burden of bringing about a 
righteous conclusion to this mon- 
strous carnage upon the shoulders 
ot the business men of this coun- 
ry.” 
Mr. Dobbs then touched upon fi- 
nance, industry and the relations of 
capital and labor as furnishing the 
chief points of attack for the read- 
justment. The new revenue bill, the 
management of the railroads and 
other measures were criticised by 
Mr. Dobbs, who said that business 
and industry have a right today to 
demand an accounting of expendi- 
tures, now that the war is over, re- 
gardless of party affiliations. 
That capital and labor can meet 
on grounds of common interest is 
Mr. Dobbs’ opinie, and discussing 
fair play for both sides, he said: 
‘Militant labor is no less a menace 
than militant business.“ 

Flag Is Unveiled. 
The unveiling of the immense 
service flag, which proved to be a 
most impressive ceremony, and the 
gold stars which appeared under 
the two large figures brought tears 
to many eyes. Of the 389 members, 
er sons and brothers of members 
who have entered service, six have 
fallen, and of the 2,142 employees 
twenty-four have given their lives. 
The wounded were shown by four- 
teen and twelve red stars, respect- 


ively. 


Dr. Jones, in offering a tribute of 
praise to the young men represented 
on the flag, and the thousands of 
others, said that such flags were 
bringing a new emphasis into the 
consciousness of commercial life the 
world over. 

His words spoken with profound 
emotion, Dr. Jones pleaded for the 
preparation of an America for the 
heroes to return to, which would 
be worthy of the ideals for which 
they went to fight. “Let us blot 
every racial, every creedal line which 
might separate us from human free- 
dom the world around. If you have 
made a clean America for the boys 
to make them good soldiers, God 
pity you if you let a foul America 
now be the home of these heroes. 
Give them your hardest tasks when 
they come back, your tremendous 
burdens, which will call out their 
most magnificent response. Compli- 
ment their superb courage by hold- 
ing up for them the highest and 
holiest standards. which will be 
worthy of the manhood they have 
gained.” A rising vote of thanks 
was given Dr. Jones at the con- 
clusion of his stirring address. 

The only toasts at the bauquet 
were a silent one in honor of the 
late Colonel Robert J. Lowry, and 
another to the president of the 
United States, offered by Mr. White.

Bringing stories of life in German 
prisons, of fighting in th rgonne 
forests,“ Chateau 8 St. 
Mihiel, and of being stranded on the 
Northern Pacific at Fire Island, 
three carloads of wounded meh ar- 


rived at the terminal station last 
night at 7 o’clock and will this morn- 
ing. be moved to base hospital at 
Fort McPherson. 

Among the new arrivals is James 
E. Cook, of Atlanta, of the second 
division; Willie Redfern, of Thomas- 
ville, and M. A. Cox, of Thomson. 

“I think the whole German army 
must have been in front of the 
Eighty-second division,” said Cox, 
who is a member of that organiza- 
tion, “for it looked as if we were 
fighting the whole worid in the Ar- 
gonne forest. 

Other Fights Like Play. 
“Every experience which we had 
encountered up to the time we en- 
tered the front area was play com- 
pared with the struggle there. We 
did not learn what war was until we 
struck that little patch of history, 
and I am pretty sure that the Ger- 
| mans learned a few new wrinkles 
there, too. For every dead man we 
have left behind there is a fallen 
German. 

“Don’t you people here at home 
think that we ran into the Hun in 
those woods just to get killed, for 
when. we bid farewell to all our 
chances of life and went into those 
swamps we were determined to ex- 
act a heavy toll and few of the ene- 
my who gave us a chance ever saw 
the fatherland again.” 

“My military age is 19,” said James 
Cook, of Atlanta, “but in civil life I 
am only 17.” James was shot through 
both arms and his left side with 
machine gun bullets, but, he says, 
“IT am good as new now except this 
hand is a little stubborn and does 
not work right yet.” 


Wounded at Champagne. 


He was a member of the Second 
division and saw service at Chateau 
Thierry, Soissons and St. Mihiel, re- 
ceiving his wounds on the Cham- 
pagne front. ! 
Among the men was Lieutenant 
J. H. Staggers, of Birmingham, who 
from April until the signing of the 
armistice was a prisoner of war at 
Danzig. He was a member of the 
medical department of the British 
army and was wounded at Neive, 
Belgium, in April, when the British 
and the Portuguese pushed back the 
Huns from Belgian soil. 
“I jay wounded in a ditch of run- 
ning water from 8 o’clock in the 
morning until 2 in the afternoon,” 
says Lieutenant Staggers. “Then 
the Germans found me and carried 
me to Ghent and afterward trans- 
ferred me to Danzig. They gave me 
very good medical attention, but the 
food I was compelled to eat was 
horrible. I learned to read the Ger- 
man papers and knew when the 
armistice was signed and immedi- 
ately demanded my release.” 

A Big Snipe Hunt. 
G. P. Brownlow, of Tennessee, 
who is a member of the Eighty-sec- 
ond and who was wounded in the 
Argonne forest, said: I have heard 
of people going snipe hunting all 
my life, but I had never gone on 
one of the hunts until we reached 
the Argonne. You bet itt was fun 
hunting those snipers and picking 
them out of the trees like squirrels. 
“When I was a child I asked what 
a ,snipe hunt was like and my 
mother said it was a joke and that 
they carried you into the dark and 
then left you alone. Well, mother 
was right for they shot me down 
and ran away and left me alone, but 
I crawled and crawled until I 
reached the home lines again, just 
like the little boy who goes snipe 
hunting. 
“The most fun was getting stuck 
on the Sand Bar Special,” continued 
Brownlow, referring to tKe_ ship 
Northern Pacific on which’ he 
crossed and which was stranded on 
Fire Island, just out from New York, 
on January 1. “Gee, but it was fun 
out there with the old ship stuck up 
and tilted 331-3 degrees, with the 
Statue of Liberty smiling down at us 
telling us she was glad to see us 
again and that we needn’t be afraid, 
and the fellows all cussing because 
the sand was in the pipes and there 
was no water to shave with and the 
Red Cross signaling that they were 
going to give us a big reception 
just as soon as we got ashore.

We did not 
have a drink of water for twenty- 
four hours.”

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Dr. Liebknecht Has Left 
Berlin for Leipsic—Pop- 
ulation of Berlin to Be 
Disarmed. 


Copenhagen, January 14.—Dr. 
Liebknecht, the Spartacan 
leader, is reported to have fled from 
Berlin to Leipsic, according to ad- 
vices received here. Chief of Police 
Eichhorn, according to ‘The Vor- 
waerts of Berlin, has fled to Den- 
mark. A large mass of documents 
have been seized at Eichhorn’s resi- 
dence. 

The government at Berlin has is- 
sued warrants for the arrest of Dr. 
Liebknecht, Rosa Luxembourg and 
Eichhorn. The war minister is 
quoted as saying loyal troops have 
begun a search for arms with a 
view to disarming the population of 
Berlin. 

ORDER RESTORED 

OUTSIDE BERLIN. 

Berlin, January 14.—Order. has 
been completely restored in cities 
outside of Berlin, where the Spar- 
tacans had re-established. them- 
selves, according to reports receiv- 
ed here today. Spandau, which has 
been placed under martial law, is 
quiet. Fifty-five Bdélshevists have 
been arrested, one of their leaders 
killed and several wounded. All 
have been disarmed. 

Spartacan leaders at Harburg 
have been arrested by military po- 
lice, who had difficulty in protect-

Spartacan leaders at Dres- 
den, when arrested, admitted they 
had intended to forcibly prevent 
elections to the national assembly. 
A newspaper at Wilhelmshaven has 
been surrendered by the Spartacans.

Insurrection Suppressed. 
The Ebert government was confi- 
dent of its physical ability to de-

19) against violence from Sparta- 
can and independent socialist 
sources, 
The insurrection generally, it ap- 
peared, had been effectually put 
down, chiefly because the new 
troops called in by the goverhment 
had taken matters in hand and were 
determined to give the followers of 


Liebknecht no guarter. The next 
few days, it is declared, wili wit- 
ness the inauguration of further 
drastic military measures calculated 
3 out the Bolshevik conta- 
gion. 

(Dispatches dated Berlin, Monday 
and Tuesday, have reported that the 
Spartacan leaders had disappeared, 
and that their forces had been over- 
awed by the government’s troops.) 
One of these measures covers the 
illegal possession of arms and am- 
munition, and it is proposed to make 
ths offense punishable with imme- 
diate death. The military men now 
co-operating with the government 
propose to show the insurgents no 
merey and they amply demonstrat- 
ed this policy during the recapture 
of The Vorwaerts building and po- 
lice headquarters. 

It is declared by creditable eye- 
witnesses the new government 
troops in both actions Saturday beat 
down with bayonets and with clubs 
and otherwise killed scores of men 
who were Spartacan guards or ci- 
Villans caught with arms. 

Hundreds of persons already have 
been arrested and are facing severe 
penalties. 

The last ripples of the tidal wave 
which has swept over Berlin in the 
past seven days are now being felt 
in the spread of robbery and loot- 
ing which is being carried on by sol- 
diers and sailors who detached 
themselves from Spartacan units. 


Many Shops Robbed, 


The section of Berlin radiating 
from the police headquarters in the 
past 48 hours has been terrorized 
by armed men who pilfered food 
shops, cigar stores and public build- 
ings. Three sailors walked into a 
postal substation yesterday and car- 
ried off 120,000 marks.

After a breech 
had been blown in with cannon the 
Spartacans pegan to weaken and 
later gave in. The military disci- 
pline of the Spartacans is said to be 
irreproachable as long as they are 
permitted to rob and plunder at will. 
That they were particular as to their 
personal comfort is amply proved by 
the stores of foodstuffs, cigars and 
clothing found in premises recap- 
tured from the Spartacans by the 
government forces. 


Weapons for Police. 


Police Chief Richter, immediately 
on assuming office, in succession to 
the deposed head of the department, 
Herr Eichhorn, for whose retention 
the Spartacans had fought, issued 
a decree declaring invalid all the 
decrees of the Eichhorn regime. He 
also announced to the policemen 
they would be given back their 
wapons, which were taken away 
from them during the first days of 
the revolution. The policemen greet- 
ed Richter’s decree by taking off the 
red bands which they had been 
wearing on their sleeves.
